‘Don’t Ask’ Strikes Out in 


GOP blocks last-ditch 
move to repeal ban 
on openly gay troops 

Washington 

Republicans blocked a last-ditch 
effort in the Senate to lift the mil- 
itary’s ban on openly gay troops 
on Thursday, dealing a major blow 
to gay rights groups and mak- 
ing it unlikely Congress could 
repeal “don’t ask, don’t tell” any 
time soon. 

The 57-40 vote fell three votes 
short of the 60 needed to overcome 
procedural hurdles to lift the 17-year- 
old ban. Sen. Susan Collins of Maine 
was the lone Republican voting to 
advance the bill, and Sen. Joe Man- 
chin ofWest Virginia was the only 
Democrat to vote against it. 

Repeal advocates said the fight 
wasn’t over, but Senate Majori- 
ty Leader Harry Reid seemed to 
have little appetite to return to the 
subject with only a week left in the 
lame-duck session and other major 
legislation pending. 

“The other side may feel pas- 
sionately that our military should

“It Must Not Be the End” 

President Obama is urging the Senate to try 
again to repeal the military’s ban on openly gay 
service members before the end of the year. The 
president expressed disappointment with the Sen- 
ate Republican’s vote to block repeal of the policy. 
But he said in a statement that, in his words, “It

sanction discrimination based 
on sexual orientation, but they 
are clearly in the minority,” Reid, 
D-Nev., said of Republicans.

Gay rights advocates were furi- 
ous because the Senate vote failed 
largely because of a procedural dis- 
agreement. “Instead of doing what 
is right, the world’s greatest delib- 
erative body devolved into shame- 
ful school yard spats that put petty 
partisan politics above the needs of 
our women and men in uniform,” 
said Joe Solmonese, president of the 
Human Rights Campaign.

FAA Missing Plane Data 


Gap in registry info 
for 119K aircraft seen 
as security liability 

New York 

The Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration’s aircraft registry is miss- 
ing key information on who owns 
one-third of the 357,000 private 
and commercial planes in the U.S. 
— a gap the agency fears could be 
exploited by terrorists and drug 
traffickers. 

The records are in such disar- 
ray that the FAA says it is worried 
that criminals could buy planes 
without the government’s knowl- 
edge, or use the registration num- 
bers of other aircraft to evade new 
computer systems designed to track 
suspicious flights. It has ordered 
all aircraft owners to re-register 
their planes in an effort to clean 
up its files. 

About 119,000 of the planes 
on the U.S. registry have “ques- 
tionable registration” because of 
missing forms, invalid addresses, 
unreported sales or other paper- 


Beyond Security 

Next year, the FAA will begin 

canceling the registration certifi- 
cates of all 357,000 aircraft and 
require owners to register anew. 
And the FAA says security isn’t the 
only reason it needs an up-to-date 
registry: Regulators use it to con- 
tact owners about safety problems, 
states rely on it to charge sales tax, 
and some airports employ it to bill 
for landing fees. (AP)

In many cases, the FAA can- 
not say who owns a plane or even 
whether it is still flying or has 
been junked. 

Already, there have been cases 
of drug traffickers using phony 
U.S. registration numbers. 

“We have identified some poten-

Protests turn violent 
as measure passes 
to triple student fees 

London 

In Britain’s worst political violence 
in years, thousands of furious stu- 
dent protesters rained sticks and 
rocks on riot police and vandalized 
government buildings after law- 
makers approved a controversial 
hike in university tuition fees. 

Protesters erupted in anger after 
legislators passed a plan to triple 


university fees to $14,000 a year. 

Police condemned the “wanton 
vandalism.” They said 38 protesters 
and 10 officers had been injured, 
while 15 people were arrested. 

The violence overshadowed the 
tuition vote, a crucial test for the 
governing Conservative-Liberal 
Democrat coalition. 

It was approved 323-302 in the 
House of Commons, a close vote 
given an 84-seat majority. The vote 
put Deputy Prime Minister Nick 
Clegg and his party in an awk- 
ward spot, as Liberal Democrats 
had signed a pre-election pledge 



Meanwhile ... 

Prince Charles and Camilla, his 

wife, were attacked by protesters in 
London who kicked and threw paint 
at their limo Thursday. It was unclear 
whether they were targeted or in the 
wrong place at the wrong time, (ap)

Prime Minister David Camer- 
on’s government maintains the 
move is a painful necessity to deal 
with a record budget deficit and a 
sputtering economy. 

Students have reacted with pro- 
tests that have turned violent and 
paralyzed some campuses. 

In response, the government 
modified its plan, but students 
have said the concessions are not 
enough. They say that under the 
proposal, debt will plague gradu- 
ates and make a well-rounded edu-

Council president Gaillot Dor- 
sainvil said that tally sheets would 
be counted again in the presence of 
international observers and elec- 
toral officials, and likely the three 
main candidates, too. 

There was no immediate reac- 


tion from the campaigns. 

Nearly all 19 candidates have 
said fraud tainted the results. At 
least 10 candidates reiterated their 
call Thursday for the vote to be 
thrown out. 

Martelly’s supporters again 
paralyzed streets in the capital on 
Thursday, piling rubble into barri- 
cades and squaring off with police

Don’t Feed the Rats 

Inspired by our relatively rat-free rails, a New Yorker pushes to ban food 


You eat 



Unlike some subway systems (which will remain nameless), 
you don't see rats the size of house cats roaming Metro. Why not? 
Because we're so strict about eating and drinking in the system. - 
So help us keep the critters away. Please don't eat or drink on Metro.

New York could take its cue from Metro and ban food as a way to rid its rails of rats. 


New Yorkers like to brag that 
everything about their city is 
better, especially their storied 
subway system, which runs all 
day and night, and takes riders 
anywhere they want to go. 

So you’ll be shocked to hear what 
Bill Perkins, an actual New York 
state senator, has to say: “Wash- 
ington is our role model.” 

He’s talking about rodent con- 
trol, an issue he’s devoted to much 
energy to that he’s earned the nick- 
name “The Rat Man.” As a mass 
transit commuter himself, Perkins 
has seen the pests take over dozens 
of stations — including all 20 in his 
Harlem district. He’s watched them 
crawling not just among the tracks, 
but also on platforms, trains and 
even inside the MetroCard vend- 
ing machines. 

To prove his point, Perkins’ 
office conducted a “Have You Seen 
a Rat Today?” survey this sum- 
mer. And, indeed, only 1 percent 
of the 5,000 respondents report- 
ed “never” spying the creatures. 
It probably hasn’t helped mat- 
ters that the Metropolitan Tran- 
sit Authority recently laid off sta- 
tion cleaners, who provided the 
last line of defense in the subter- 
ranean system. 

That’s why Perkins is now on a 
crusade to ban food from the sub- 
way. “The rats do not buy or grow 
the food they’re eating,” he reasons. 
“If you feed ’em, you breed ’em.” 

And as anyone who’s spent time 


in Washington knows, a food ban 
can be an effective method for min- 
imizing rat populations. As Per- 
kins puts it, “D.C. is the nation’s 
capital of rat-free commuter trans- 
portation.” 

Getting New York’s MTA to 
agree to the prohibition won’t be 
easy, considering one source of 
the system’s income is station ven- 
dors who sell snacks. But Perkins 
insists that disgust among riders has 
reached such a high level that “with- 
out a doubt, it will happen.” 

If it does. New York will then 
have to face the enforcement prob- 
lems D.C. has experienced. Even the 
fear of a fine hasn’t been enough 
to keep many folks from nibbling, 
sipping and chewing during their 
daily commutes, which is why 
WMATA has constantly remind- 


ed riders with those “You gonna 
eat that?” rat ads (which poke fun 
at the Big Apple’s woes) and a new 
series of posters depicting a diner 
(as in, you’re not at one). 

According to WMATA spokes- 
woman Cathy Asato, Metro Transit 
Police issued 54 citations, ranging 
from $10 to $50, to violators last 
year. Even that number is pretty 
remarkable, though, when you con- 
sider that most eaters and drink- 
ers get only a reminder about the 
law. Typically, it’s only people who 
keep on munching after the warn- 
ing who get fined. 

But maybe the specter of a New 
York subway food ban is just what 
Washingtonians need to follow the 
rules. After all, what’s more satis- 
fying than knowing we’re superi- 
or?

If a same-sex marriage bill is 
approved, advocates on both sides 
say they expect opponents to take 
advantage of a provision in Mary- 
land that allows residents to peti- 
tion recently passed laws to the 
ballot. 

A successful signature drive 
would put the measure on hold, 
pending the results of a statewide 
referendum in November 2012.

A Blackout in Beijing 

Chinese officials launch crackdown ahead of the Nobel Peace Prize ceremony

Restaurant and bar owners in China 
have been summoned to local police 
stations and warned against allow- 
ing large gatherings on Friday. 
Some lawyers, writers and academ- 
ics have been stopped at airports 
from boarding their flights; oth- 
ers have been forcibly taken to the 
countryside. Known activists are 
under house arrest. And on Thurs- 
day, several foreign media websites 

— including the BBC’s and CNN’s 

— were blocked. 

Chinese police have said they 
were taking these actions to guard 
against a threat to national secu- 
rity. The threat, apparently, is 
54-year-old bespectacled intellec- 
tual Liu Xiaobo, currently serving 
an 11-year prison sentence in Chi- 
na’s northern Liaoning province 
for the crime of “inciting subver- 
sion of state power.” 

Liu was awarded the 2010 Nobel 
Peace Prize in October. Since nei- 
ther Liu nor any of his family mem- 
bers are being allowed to leave 
China to attend Friday’s ceremo- 
ny in Oslo, the Nobel committee 
organizers said he will be repre- 
sented by an empty chair. 

It will be the first time the 
award will not be presented to the 
laureate since 1935, when impris- 
oned German pacifist Carl von 
Ossietzky was prevented by the 
Nazi regime from attending. 

China’s Communist govern- 
ment has lashed out ferociously 
since the award was announced, 
each day ratcheting up the rheto- 
ric. Foreign embassies in Norway 
have been warned not to attend the 
Nobel ceremony or risk unspoken 
“consequences.” China has already

In Beijing, China handed out its 
newly inaugurated Confucius Peace 
Prize — hastily created as a riposte 
to the Nobel— honoring former Tai- 
wanese vice president Lien Chan. In 
a chaotic ceremony Thursday, Lien 
was absent, and his aides seemed 
not to know anything about it. In- 
stead, a small, unnamed girl accept- 
ed it on his behalf. (AP) 


broken off trade talks with Norway. 
The foreign ministry spokeswom- 
an, Jiang Yu, denounced the Nobel 
committee members as “clowns” 
and accused them of “orchestrat- 
ing an anti- China farce.” 

Thursday’s edition of the Global 
Times newspaper — the English- 
language tabloid published by the 
ruling Communist Party’s main 
mouthpiece. People’s Daily — con- 
tinued the drumbeat of criticism, 
in a lead editorial that asked, “Is 
there a ‘plot’ among the Western 
countries against China?” 


Nobel committee chairman 
Thorbjoern Jagland responded on 
Thursday that the awarding of the 
peace prize to Liu is based on uni- 
versal human rights and is not an 
attempt to enforce “Western” val- 
ues on China. 

For all the fury directed out- 
wardly, the fiercest reaction has 
been internal. Scores of activists, 
lawyers, professors — even the fam- 
ily members and aging parents of 
jailed dissidents — have been pro- 
hibited from leaving the country in 
recent days, or have been placed 


under house arrest, with their tele- 
phone and Internet lines cut. As the 
date of the Nobel ceremony drew 
closer, some were also told not to 
speak to reporters. 

Mao Yushi, one of China’s fore- 
most economists, was prevented 
from boarding a flight last week to 
attend an academic conference in 
Singapore, even though he protested 
that he had no visa for Norway and 
no plans to attend the Nobel cere- 
mony. He and other activists said 
the Chinese government’s harsh 
crackdown has had one unintend- 
ed, opposite effect — that of visibly 
underscoring the need for political 
reform that Liu was awarded the 
prize for championing. 

“This way of doing things is 
stupid, and the government actu- 
ally is losing face by doing it, “ Mao 
said. “I applaud Liu’s award. This 
incident of not allowing me to go 
abroad just proves why it makes 
sense that Liu got the award.” keith

For casual fans, the playoff push is 
the best time of the pro football cal- 
endar. But Redskins fans are coming 
to know it as December tryouts. 

Sure, Washington (5-7) still has 
a mathematical chance of winning 
the big prize, but so do people who 
buy lottery tickets. 

So, what now? 

With four games left, it’s time to 
bust out the dreaded term that comes 
with the premature end to every foot- 
ball team’s yearly aspirations: re-eval- 
uation. And with the Albert Hajme- 
sworth saga solved for now in favor 
of coach Mike Shanahan, Redskins 
players know their boss won’t be shy 
about making significant personnel 
decisions going forward. 

“Some people are scared,” said 
cornerback Carlos Rogers. “Not 
in a negative way, but [Shanahan] 
says it all the time: The teams that 
he's been on.

The Giants had plenty to celebrate Sunday; the Redskins didn’t in a 31-7 blowout. 


While there are several things the 
Redskins need to reassess after last 
week’s embarrassing 31-7 loss to the 
Giants, tackling is likely highest on 
the list. Often described as a demon- 
stration of will, tackling is something 
players learn as kids. But judging by 
the league-worst 5 yards per carry 
surrendered by the Redskins’ defense 
this year, it seems Washington’s play- 
ers could use a refresher. 

“The big thing that stood out 
was just the missed tackles [against 
the Giants],” Redskins defensive 
lineman Kedric Golston said. 

On the other side of the ball, it’s 
hard to imagine an area besides 
quarterback that isn’t open for com- 
petition. There will certainly be a 


good deal of holdovers on next year’s 
squad, but a youth movement in the 
backfield accompanied by the con- 
tinued remaking of the offensive line 
means young players — like tailbacks 
Keiland Williams and James Davis 
— who didn’t factor into Washing- 
ton’s plans at the beginning of the 
season will get to make their case 
for being on the 2011 roster. 

Those young Redskins can start 
auditioning for next season this 
weekend when they host a surpris- 
ing Tampa Bay squad. The Buc- 
caneers (7-5) are what many NFL 
teams aspire to be: young, improv- 
ing and gaining confidence.

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Newton’s Law 


Auburn QB stands above this year’s other Heisman contenders 


Sir Isaac Newton taught us that 
what goes up must come down. And so 
began a push to tear down the Heisman 
campaign of another Newton: Auburn’s 
Cameron Newton. ELigibiLity issues, 
stemming from Newton’s father’s 
activities, dogged the quarterback Late 
in the season and came on the heeLs 
of former USC star Reggie Bush’s 
returning his Heisman for NCAA 
violations. But it appears Newton wiLL 
prove his predecessor wrong, by rising, 
fading and then rising back to the top 
of the Heisman voting when a winner is 
announced Saturday. Take that, gravity. 
Here’s our Look at the four finalists at 
this weekend’s ceremony, (express/ap) 



Cam Newton, QB, Auburn: Newton is widely regarded as 
a decisive Heisman favorite after a season when neither SEC 
defenses nor an NCAA investigation slowed him. He was 
the SEC's Leading rusher with 1,409 yards — easily a League 
record for quarterbacks — and he also Led the nation in pass efficiency, 
completing 67.1 percent of his passes for 2,589 yards. Newton threw 28 
touchdowns and was intercepted just six times while also catching a TD 
pass as the Tigers finished undefeated, earning a spot in the BCS title game. 


Kellen Moore, QB, Boise State; Moore wasn’t much of 
i a Heisman hopeful early in the season but quickly played 

his way into the picture while Leading the Broncos to the 
cusp of a BCS bowl berth. The junior was second in the 
nation in passer efficiency, throwing for more than 3,500 yards with 
33 TDs and five interceptions, but his chances took a hit with a Loss to 
Nevada that knocked Boise State out of BCS contention. 



Andrew Luck, QB, 
Stanford: Luck 
was second fiddle 
to Washington’s 
Heisman hopeful Jake Locker 
to open the season but quickly 
established himself as the Pac-lO’s 
best quarterback. The 6-foot-4 junior 
won a Lopsided battle over Locker 
and his Huskies early in the season 
and guided the fifth-ranked Cardinal 
to one of the best seasons in school 
history. A projected top NFL pick. 

Luck threw for more than 3,000 yards 
and a school-record 28 touchdowns 
with just seven interceptions while 
completing 70 percent of his passes 
for an 11-1 team that earned an 
Orange Bowl berth. 



LaMichael James, 
RB, Oregon: James 
was the main cog in 
Oregon’s nearly point- 
a-minute offense, forcing teams 
to key on him while the rest of his 
talented teammates ran all over the 
field. Oregon Led the nation in scoring 
at nearly 50 points per game and 
was second in total yards, just a few 
tenths behind Oklahoma State at 
537 yards per game. Even with the 
extra attention, James Led the nation 
with 1,682 yards and 21 touchdowns. 
He closed out the regular season 
by gaining 134 yards in Oregon’s 
37-20 win over rival Oregon State on 
Saturday that clinched the school’s 
first trip to the national title game.

Gary Williams knows something 
about loyalty. He knows what it 
feels like to let your game slide a lit- 
tle bit and to hear the voices of the 
critics and naysayers rise with each 
perceived failure. It was just a cou- 
ple years ago that those voices were 
calling for the coach to be fired, 
after two decades at College Park, 
and to take his national champi- 
onship ring and move on. 

Though his relationship with 
then-athletic director Debbie Yow 
was often contentious, she ignored 
the calls, and was rewarded earlier 
this year when the Terrapins won 
a share of the ACC regular season 


title. So, Williams knows what it 
means to stick by someone. And 
he did just that this week. 

Having played their way to a 
15-point deficit against Temple, four 
ofWilliams’ five starters were pulled 
and replaced by bench players, near- 


ly all of them newcomers to the pro- 
gram. And those reserves pulled the 
Terps within reach of victory. 

Seniors Adrian Bowie, Dino 
Gregory and Cliff Tucker, and junior 
Sean Mosley combined to score just 
nine points in Sunday’s loss. 


Speculation centered on which 
of those players had forfeited his 
starting spot. Bowie and Tucker 
seemed in particular peril. The 
answer arrived Wednesday against 
UNC-Greensboro. No changes. “I 
really believe in them,” Williams 
said. “They’ve been loyal, four-year 
players. That means a lot to me.” 

Bowie and Tucker reward- 
ed Williams by combining for 29 
points in an easy victory. And the 
coach won’t give up on his veter- 
ans easily — not with Boston Col- 
lege, the first conference opponent, 
visiting on Sunday. 

“They struggled a bit the last cou- 
ple of games, but that doesn’t mean 
they can’t be outstanding players 
for us this year,” Williams said. “It’s 
very important that they play well 
because they have the most experi- 
ence on the team.” derek turner

In 2002, Marcus Wainwright 

and David Neville didn’t set out to 
become designers. The British duo 
just wanted to make well-crafted 
clothing for their friends. But with 
four flagship stores and celeb disci- 
ples such as Brad Pitt and Charlize 
Theron, Rag & Bone, sold locally 
at Intermix (3222 M St. NW; 202- 
298-8080), has become one of the 
hippest brands around. 

When did you two meet? 

DAVID NEVILLE: Marcus and I are 
English. We went to a boarding 
school together at Wellington Col- 
lege. We met when we were 13 and 
ended up in New York together. 

How did you learn to design 
clothes? 

DN: We learned about clothing 
from visiting factories. We start- 


ed off trying to make men’s jeans 
in an old denim factory in Ken- 
tucky. That was the origin of Rag & 
Bone. We were working out of our 
homes until the middle of 2006. 
Now we have a fairly big organi- 
zation, about 70 people in our stu- 
dio in New York. 

Why the name “Rag & Bone”? 

DN: The name references that we’re 
English. It references a point in 
time when men wore suits to work, 
when there was no ready-to-wear. 
That sort of English tailoring is a 
big part of our point of view. 

What’s the aesthetic of Rag & 
Bone? 

MARCUS WAINWRIGHT: We Combine 
classic, tailored silhouettes with 
more modern, downtown-cool 
style. The fact that we’re British 


guys working and living in New 
York says it all. 

Was it daunting to start your line 
with no fashion training? 

DN: Not really. It’s been very benefi- 
cial, actually. Someone from fashion 
school might have an idea of what 
they want something to look like 
but may not have an appreciation

for how it’s made. We come from 
the reverse angle. We learned from 
the people making the clothes. That 
philosophy in our brand is very 
important. We make over 60 per- 
cent of the clothes domestically. 

Why do you think Americans are 
craving domestic production and 
heritage lines now? 

DN: The economy is an interesting 
catalyst. The recession makes peo- 
ple think more about where they 
spend their money. There’s a cer- 
tain amount of patriotism, too. The 
founding philosophy of our com- 
pany became all the more relevant 
in harder economic times. 

What’s your favorite piece in the 
current collection? 

MW: My favorite piece right now is 
the shearling bomber jacket we did 
in three colors. It’s a classic piece 
that looks great over a dress, to 
give it some edge. 

What styles should women wear 
this holiday season? 

MW: A great cropped sweater from 
our knit collection. It’s an easy way 
to add interest to your look.

Film Review 

So much of life comes down to bad 
lighting. Too little, you go blind.

But the 
high wattage of stars Johnny Depp 
and Angelina Jolie cast the film in 
a spotlight that would be unflat- 
tering for most films, least of all an 
insubstantial, tension-free thrill- 
er like this. 

Shot in Paris, Venice and against 
a few backdrops that seem to have 
originated in Burbank, “The Tour-

don’t usually spawn remakes. 

Less evocative of a Grace Kelly/ 
Audrey Hepburn heroine than one 


made out of porcelain, Jolie por- 
trays Elise Clifton-Ward, a woman 
of mystery who has brought her 
rather dubious wardrobe to Paris, 
where she hopes to reconnect with 
her lover, master criminal Alexan- 
der Pierce. 

Pierce, it should be noted, com- 
municates with Elise via handwrit- 
ten messages on monogrammed 
stationery. One of those notes 
tells Elise to get on a train to Ven- 
ice, sidle up to the first guy who 
vaguely resembles Alexander and 
thus confuse Scotland Yard and its 
desperate lead detective, Acheson 
(Paul Bettany). When Elise foists 
herself upon Frank Tupelo (Depp), 


a dopey junior college math teach- 
er from Wisconsin, Acheson is con- 
fused, at first. Most bewildered, 
of course, is Frank, who sudden- 
ly finds himself in the middle of 
international intrigue. 

If anyone had asked us, we 
would have advised Twentieth Cen- 
tury Fox not to put Depp and Jolie 
together. Both are, if nothing else, 
decidedly solo acts. Are these per- 
formers who one expects, or even 
wants, to see uncomfortably cud- 
dling up to each other? No. It’s too 
gruesome. 

More gruesome, even, than 
what happens to Frank, who is shot 
at, arrested, accosted by Russians, 
dragged through the canals of Ven- 
ice and threatened with death by 
the sinister Ivan Demidov (Steven 
Berkoff). In the interim, Frank falls 
in love with Elise. It takes about 
47 seconds. We don’t buy any of it.

In “I Love You Phillip Morris,” 
Jim Carrey plays Steven Russell, 
a married, churchgoing good oP 
boy who, after a near-fatal car acci- 
dent, comes out of the closet as a 
gay man, turning to increasingly 
brazen scams to support his newly 
fabulous, and suddenly very expen- 
sive, lifestyle.

Ryan Gosling delivers yet anoth- 
er chameleon-like performance in 
“All Good Things,” Andrew Jar- 
ecki’s ripped-from-the-headlines 
docudrama. 

Gosling plays David Marks, 
the troubled son of powerful Man- 
hattan real estate mogul San- 
ford Marks (Frank Langella) who 
grabs at the chance to escape his 
stifling father when he meets a 
pretty, down-to-earth girl named 
Katie (Kirsten Dunst). The couple 
get married and move to Vermont, 
where they run a health-food store 
far out of Sanford’s overweening 
shadow. But soon the old man is 
knocking on their door, urging 


David to return to the family busi- 
ness — in this case, collecting rent 
from sleazy tenants in a pre-gen- 
trified Times Square. 

“All Good Things” takes its plot 
from the notorious case of Robert 
Durst, who when his wife, Kathie, 
disappeared in 1982, came under 


suspicion of murdering her. Jarecki, 
who directed the gripping 2003 doc- 
umentary “Capturing the Fried- 
mans” and makes his feature debut 
here, clearly thinks Durst dunnit. 
And he makes a strong case that he 
also offed a friend and killed a man 
in Texas to cover his tracks.

In the spring of 2000, Mark Hogan- 
camp was brutally beaten out- 
side a bar in Kingston, N.Y. After 
paramedics brought him back 
from certain death, he stayed in 
a coma for several days. When he 
emerged from the hospital more 
than a month later, he did so as a 
changed man, with little memory 
of his life before the attack. 

In “Marwencol,” filmmaker Jeff 
Malmberg chronicles how Hogan- 
camp embarked on his own brand 
of therapy: creating an imagi- 
nary World War II European vil- 
lage called Marwencol, a 1/6 scale 
model made from miniatures and 
populated by Barbie dolls dressed 
in period costume. 

Happily, Malmberg doesn’t 
use his camera to gawk. Rath- 
er, he introduces the audience to 
Hogancamp and his eccentricities 
with unfailing sensitivity, etching 
a fine, delicately nuanced portrait 
of an artist. 

The film is about many things 
— the mysteries of the brain and 
the creative spirit, the passions and 
motives of one idiosyncratic indi- 
vidual. But at its heart, it’s about the 
communities we forge — real and 
imagined — to save our own lives.
